Proposed  Amendments  to  the  Zoning  Ordinance 

June  22,  1971 


The  Hampton  Falls  Special  Town  Meeting  was 
called  to  order  by  Rosemary  Bohm  Assistant  Moderator, 
at  10  o'clock  in  the  forenoon. 

The  Supervisors  took  the  oath  that  there  were  640 
names  on  the  check -list  qualified  to  vote  in  public  affairs. 

Ballots  were  counted  and  734  amendment  ballots 
were  found  to  be  the  number  to  be  used. 

Polls  were  declared  open  at  10:10  A.M. 

The  ballot  read  as  follows: 
Article  III,  Section  4 

A.  Arear  and  frontage  requirements 

1.  The  minimum  lot  area  shall  be  87,120  square  feet 
(2  acres). 

2.  Eachlot  shallhaveaminimum  frontage  of  250  feet. 
This  article  passed  by  a  vote  of  227  Yes,  127  No. 

Article  V,  Section  3,  C 

4.  Waive  the  87,120  square  feet  lot  area  requirements 
on  lots  served  by  either  a  public  water  system  or  a  public 
sewage  disposal  system,  where,  after  a  thorough 
investigation  of  soil  and  drainage  conditions,  the 
Planning  Board  finds  that  such  an  exception  would  not 
be  detrimental  in  any  way  to  the  future  health  of  the 
neighborhood.  This  article  was  defeated  183  No,  140  Yes. 

Motion  was  made  by  Donald  Janvrin  to  close  the 
polls,  and  Seconded  by  Francis  Ferreira,  Polls  were 
declared  closed  at  8  P.M.  Carried.

Each  structure  shall  be  set  back  at  least  50  feet 
from  all  lot  lines,  or  at  such  distance  as  shall  conform  to 
the  front  lot  line  of  existing  buildings  on  adjacent 
property.  Lots  of  record  40,000  square  feet  or  less  are 
exempt  from  this  requirement  and  each  structure  thereon 


shall  be  set  back  at  least  25  feet  from  all  lot  lines. 

5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  approve  the  following 
amendment  to  the  Zoning  Ordinance,  Article  III,  Section 
4,  D3  (Accessory  Uses),  to  read  as  follows: 

(3)  Any  accessory  use  housed  in  a  separate  building 
shall  be  set  back  at  least  50  feet  from  all  lot  lines  and  not 
to  exceed  25  feet  in  height.  Lots  of  record  40,000  square 
feet  or  less  are  exempt  from  this  requirement  and  each 
structure  thereon  shall  be  set  back  at  east  25  feet  from  all 
lot  lines. 

6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  approve  the  following 
amendment  to  the  Zoning  Ordinance,  Article  III,  Section 
6  (Nonconforming  Uses),  B  Discontinuance,  to  read  as 
follows: 

(B.)  Discontinuance.  If  a  nonconforming  use  is  dis- 
continued for  more  than  one  year,  any  use  to  which  the 
land,  building  or  structure  is  subsequently  put  shall  be 
according  to  the  stipulations  of  this  ordinance. 

7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  approve  the  following 
amendment  to  the  Zoning  Ordinance,  Article  IV,  Section 
3  (Signs)  by  omitting  the  words,  "3  feet  in  vertical 
dimension  or"  and  "for  each  50  feet  or  fraction  thereof  of 
lot  frontage  on  the  premises"  in  paragraph  B.,  1.  (Flat 
Signs)  now  to  read  simply  as  follows: 

(1.)  Flat  Sign.  Signs  for  each  business  or  establish- 
ment may  be  as  large  as  150  square  feet  in  area.  Only 
signs  advertising  an  establishment  or  activity  in  the 
Town  of  Hampton  Falls  shall  be  permitted.

Pickup 
campers  may  be  stored  but  not  occupied.

1965. 

10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  approve  the 
following  amendment  to  the  Building  Regulations, 
Section  III  Duties  of  the  Applicant,  A.,  to  read  as  follows: 

(A.)  Any  person,  persons,  partnership,  or 
corporation  intending  to  construct  a  new  building  or  to 
make  structural  alterations  shall  first  make  application 
for  a  permit  on  forms  obtained  from  the  Building 
Inspector. 

11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  approve  the 
following  amendment  to  the  Building  Regulations, 
Section  IV  Application  Fees,  by  changing  the  fees  to  read: 

A  Minimum  of  five  dollars  ($5.00)  shall  be  charged 
for  all  permits  issued  with  an  additional  fee  of  two 
dollars  ($2.00)  for  each  one  thousand  ($1,000)  of 
estimated  cost. 

A  Building  permit  shall  become  void  unless 
operations  are  commenced  within  one  year  from  the  date 
of  approval,  unless  such  time  is  extended  by  the  Building 
Inspector.

1971  was  the  busiest  and  most  demanding  year  ever 
of  your  Planning  Board.  On  record  are  13  meetings,  in- 
cluding 4  regular  meetings,  plus  a  number  of  unschedul- 
ed orientation  meetings,  plus  a  Special  Town  Meeting  in 
June  (with  its  required  public  hearings),  plus  public 
hearings  on  proposals  for  the  1972  Town  Meeting.  All  in 
all,  an  extraordinary  effort  for  an  unpaid  Board. 

During  the  first  half  of  the  year,  Mr.  Thayer  Edger- 
ly,  longtime  valued  member  of  the  Board,  retired  and  was 
replaced  by  Mr.  Sherman  Brickett.  Thayer  Edgerly 
served  his  Town  well  in  many  ways,  and  his  fair-minded, 
moderate  and  deeply  committed  service  on  the  Planning 
BoaiL;  was  a  model  and  an  inspiration  to  the  Board 
members.  This  type  of  man  is  practically  irreplaceable. 

The  high  point  of  the  year  for  the  Planning  Board 
was  the  Town's  overwhelming  support  for  the  2-acre 
minimum  lot  in  June,  an  action  which  amounted  to  a  man- 
date to  your  Board  to  try  to  control  the  growth  of  the 
Town  and  keep  the  Residence-Agricultural  quality  of 
living  here  intact.  Your  Board's  often-stated  purpose  -  at- 
ways  in  response  to  the  will  of  the  Town  is,  simply-stat- 
ed, three-fold:  1.  To  keep  down  expenses  to  the  Town, 
ergo  property  taxes,  by  keeping  growth  under  control.  2. 
to  maintain  as  much  as  possible  the  pace  of  pleasant  ru- 
ral living  in  the  Town,  now  sorely  beset  by  the  commer- 
cial activities  of  its  neighboring  towns  and  3.  to  protect 
older  citizens  on  fixed  incomes  from  exhorbitant  prop- 
erty taxes  which  might  force  them  out  of  Town.  Indus- 
trial development,  other  than  selected,  small  businesses 
not  demanding  water  or  services,  must  be  carefully  con- 
sidered. 

The  proposed  amendments  for  this  warrant  are 
mostly  clarifications  of  the  intent  of  the  Ordinance.  It  is 
hopedthat  they  will  meet  with  the  approval  of  the  towns- 
people. As  to  enlarging  the  Business  Zone  of  the  Town, 

your  Planning  Board  opposed  this  on  the  grounds  that,  on 
examination  of  the  area  involved,  your  Board  feels  that 
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not  only  would  such  an  increase  bene! it  tew,  but  it  would 
tend  to  alter  the  character  of  the  Town  in  a  negative  way 
as  in  some  other  "bordertowns"  in  New  Hampshire.  Your 
Board  also  feels  that  tax  benefits  from  such  an  action 
would  not  justify  it  when  weighed  against  the  balance. 
Your  Planning  Board  is  currently  involved  in  litigation 
with  Janvrin's  Inc.  which  is  petitioning  Superior  Court 
for  a  reversal  of  the  Planning  Board's  denial  of  approval 
of  the  subdivision  plan  for  Woodland  Acres,  Part  II.  Nat- 
urally, no  comment  can  be  made  on  this  at  this  time. 

Your  Planning  Board  feels  that  the  year  ahead  must 
be  devoted  to  the  refinement  of  your  Zoning  Ordinance, 
Building  Regulations  and  Subdivision  Regulations.  It  is  a 
source  of  pride  in  the  Town  that,  in  the  various  meetings 
outside  attended  by  members  of  your  Board,  Hampton 
Falls  emerges  as  having  the  most  sensible  and  protective 
Ordinance  in  the  area.  Your  Board  shall  endeavor  to 
maintain  this  balance  by  further  attempting  to  conserve 
the  Town's  economy,  protect  its  inhabitants,  keep  down 
property  taxes,  maintaining  the  Residence-Agricultural 
character  of  the  Town,  and  making  Hampton  Falls  a 
great  place  to  live  for  young  and  old!

SUBDIVISION  REGULATIONS  INCLUDED  WITH 
REPORT: 


The  following  additions  to  the  Subdivision  Regula- 
tions of  the  Town  of  Hampton  Falls,  N.H.,  have  been 
unanimously  approved  by  the  Hampton  Falls  Planning 
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Board  in  executive  session  on  Friday,  January  21,  1972: 


To  see  if  the  Planning  Board  will  vote  to  approve  the 
follov^ing  amendment  to  the  Subdivision  Regulations, 
Section  IV,  General  Requirements  for  the  Subdivision  of 
Land,  paragraph  J.  to  read  as  follows: 

3.  In  Subdivisions  of  10  lots  or  greater,  areas 
shall  be  set  aside  for  parks  and  playgrounds  to 
be  dedicated  or  to  be  reserved  for  the  common 
use  of  all  property  owners  by  covenant  in  the 
deed,  whether  or  not  required  by  the  Board, 
and  shall  be  a  minimum  of  one  house  lot  or  six 
percent  of  the  usable  land  area,  whichever  is 
greater,  and  shall  be  set  aside  for  recreational 
use. 

To  see  if  the  Planning  Board  will  vote  to  approve  the 
following  amendment  to  the  Subdivision  Regulations, 
Section  IV  General  Requirements  for  the  Subdivision  of 
Land,  paragraph  L  to  read  as  follows: 

1.  In  areas  not  currently  served  by  sewer  sys- 
tems, it  shall  be  the  responsibility  of  the  sub- 
divider  or  his  or  her  agent  to  provide  adequate 
information  to  prove  that  the  area  of  each  lot  is 
adequate  to  permit  the  installation  and  oper- 
ation of  an  individual  sewage  disposal  system 
(i.e.  septic  tank  and  drain  field).  The 
subdivider  or  his  orher agent  shall  be  required 
to  provide  the  necessary  equipment  and  labor 
for  the  making  of  these  tests  which  shall  be 
witnessed  in  their  entirety  by  a  member  of  the 
Planning  Board  of  its  agent. 

To  see  if  the  Planning  Board  will  vote  to  approve 
the  following  amendment  to  the  Subdivision  Regu- 
lations, Section  IV,  paragraph  M,  2,  b,  c,  d.,  to  read  as 
follows: 

b.  The  base  course  shall  consist  of  bank  run  gra- 
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vel,   free   from   lo'am  or  organic  matter,  to  a 
thickness  of  at  least  12  inches  as  specified  by 
the  State  of  New  Hampshire  Department  of 
Public  Works  and  Highways, 
c. 

The  finish  course  shall  consist  of  fine  gravel  as 
specified  by  the  St-r-ie  of  New  Hampshire  of 
Public  Works  and  Highways. 


The  surface  shall  consist  of  a  miminum  of  two 
inches  of  bituminous  concrete,  Type  I,  applied 
in  two  courses  of  1  inch  each  as  specified  by 
the  State  of  New  Hampshire  Department  of 
Public  Works  and  Highways. 

To  see  if  the  Planning  Board  will  vote  to  approve  the 
following  amendment  to  the  Subdivision  Regulations, 
Section  IV,  General  Requirements  for  the  Subdivision  of 
Land,  paragraph  M,  3  to  read  as  follows: 


All  proposed  drainage  facilities  and  culverts 
shown  on  the  Final  Plat  shall  be  installed,  nat- 
ural water  courses  shall  be  cleaned  and  in- 
creased in  size  where  necessary  to  take  care  of 
storm  runoff,  drainage  swales  at  least  three 
feet  in  width  and  16  inches  in  depth  at  its  mid- 
point below  centerline  grade  shall  be  con- 
structed in  the  street  right-of-way  on  both 
sides  of  the  paved  roadway  before  building 
permits  are  issued.  All  work  shall  be  carried 
out  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Planning  Board. 

To  see  if  the  Planning  Board  will  vote  to  approve  the 
following  amendment  to  the  Subdivision  Regulations, 
Section  IV,  General  Requirements,  Paragraph  N.  to  read 
as  follows: 

N. 

Before  approval  of  a  Subdivision  by  the  Plan- 
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ning  Board,  there  shall  be  filed  a  bond  by  the 
Subdivider  in  an  amount  sufficient  to  cover 
the  cost  of  the  preparation  of  the  streets,  drain- 
age improvements,  and  the  extension  of  public 
water  and  sewer  lines  if  available.  This  bond 
shall  be  approved  as  to  form  and  sureties  by 
the  Legal  Counsel  of  the  Town  of  Hampton 
Falls,  and  conditioned  on  the  completion  of 
such  improvements  within  five  years  of  the 
date  of  the  Bond. 
To  see  if  the  Planning  Board  will  vote  to  approve  the 
following  amendment  to  the  Subdivision  Regulations, 
Section  V,  The  Preliminary  Layout,  paragraph  F.,  to  read 
as  follows: 
F. 

Where  the  topography  is  such  as  to  make  dif- 
ficult the  inclusion  of  any  facilities  mentioned 
above,  within  the  public  area  so  laid  out,  the 
preliminary  layout  shall  show  the  boundaries 
of  proposed  permanent  easements  over  or 
under  private  property.  Such  easements  shall 
be  not  less  than  20  feet  in  width  and  shall  have 
satisfactory  access  to  existing  or  proposed 
public  ways. 

To  see  if  the  Planning  Board  will  vote  to  approve  the 
following  amendment  to  the  Subdivision  Regulations, 
Section  VI  The  Final  Plat,  paragraph  B,  4.,  to  read  as 
follows: 

4. 

Monuments  constructed  of  concrete  or  stone  at 
least  four  inches  square  at  the  top  and  30 
inches  long  shall  be  set  at  all  block  corners. 
Two  bench  marks  of  the  same  description  as 
the  monuments  shall  be  set  at  opposite  ends  of 
the  subdivision,  whose  tops  are  at  an  even  foot 
in  rederence  to  USGS  datum  planes.

SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Boards  and  Citizens  of  Supervisory  Union 
921: 

I  submit,  herewith,  my  annual  report  for  the 
Hampton,  Hampton  Falls,  New  Castle,  North  Hampton, 
Rye,  Seabrook,  South  Hampton,  and  Winnacunnet  Co- 
operative School  Districts. 

Curriculum 

I  consider  curriculum  evaluation  and  development 
to  be  the  most  important  responsibility  of  the  school 
superintendency.  I  have  not  as  yet  had  the  involvement 
necessary  to  offer  a  comprehensive  report.  It  will  per- 
haps suffice  to  say  for  now  that  I  am  pleased  at  what  the 
separate  Districts  are  presently  accomplishing  and  am 
confident  thati  will  be  ableto  contribute  to  further  pro- 
gress.

Increasing  student  enrollment  has  become  a  spectre 
that  haunts  many  of  our  communities.  The  continued 
influx  of  new  families  to  new  single  and  multi-family 
units  plus  turnover  and  conversion  of  existing  proper- 
ties is  not  going  to  lessen  the  problem.  The  facts  are  only 
too  obvious  -  with  with  each  new  family  moving  in  we 
have  more  children,  who,  in  turn,  require  additional 
school  space  and  staff  members. 

I  have  been  very  pleased  since  "coming  aboard"  in 
July  to  discover  that  Union  #21  has,  for  the  most  part, 
staff  members  of  exceptionally  high  caliber. 
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Most  of  our  teachers  that  I  have  come  in  contact  with 
are  talented,  dynamic,  committed,  and  love  teaching  -all 
essential  to  the  successful  operation  of  our  schools.  That 
we  have  weaknesses  and  gaps  goes  without  saying. 
These  we  shall  have  to  rectify.  The  important  thing  is 
that  we  have  the  potential.  We  must  do  everything  pos- 
sible to  keep  those  teachers  we  want  in  the  Union  and 
provide  them  with  the  kind  of  environment  which  will 
make  their  tasks  a  rewarding  and  fulfilling  experience. 
No  other  profession  will  ever  exert  as  much  influence  on 
our  children  as  our  teachers.  It  is  imperative  that  we  pro- 
vide our  communities  with  the  kind  of  teachers  who  will 
assist  us  and  our  children  in  bectming  truly  human,  who 
will  help  actualize  all  the  potential  of  which  they  are  cap- 
able. When  all  is  said  and  done,  there  is  nothing  of  great- 
er importance  in  life. 

To  this  end  I  have  directed  that  principals  become 
more  involved  in  seeking  and  selecting  new  staff  mem- 
bers and  that  efforts  already  in  motion  for  better  evalua- 
tive procedures  continue. 

The  caliber  of  the  principals  in  Union  #21  is  a  credit 
to  the  separate  boards  and  previous  central  office  ad- 
ministrations. 

Collective  Bargaining 

Collective  bargaining  involving  teachers  has  caused 
much  concern  and  frustration  for  school  board  members. 
It  is  my  opinion  that  when  both  sides  have  mastered  the 
subtleties  of  negotiations,  teachers  and  the  communities 
for  which  they  labor  will  reap  the  benefits  of  mutual  re- 
spect and  trust.  News  reports  to  the  contrary,  teachers 
throughout  the  country  are  bargaining  over  issues  that 
transcend  the  mere  'bread  and  butter'  items  we  hear  so 
much  about.  Those  requests  that  bear  directly  on  work- 
ing conditions  and  professional  improvement  can  only 
mean  better  teachers  and  a  better  learning  environment. 
Time,  I  am  certain,  shall  prove  this  to  be  true. 

State  Aid 
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A  New  Hampshire  school  superintendent's  report 
would  not  be  complete  this  year  without  a  comment  on 
the  reductions  in  state  aid  we  are  experiencing.  Every 
town  in  the  Union  is  affected  as  the  following  synopsis 
indicates: 

1.  AH  funds  for  the  intellectually  retarded  have  been 
eliminated. 

2.  Reorganization  Incentive  Aid  forthe  Winnacunnet 
Co-operative  School  District  was  cut  from  $34,072.50  to 
$11,404.84  for  a  $22,667.66  loss. 

3.  Historically  the  State  has  contributed  40  percent 
of  funds  necessary  for  teachers  under  the  Federal  Insur- 
ance Contribution  Act.  This  has  been  eliminted  and  for 
only  the  last  quarter  of  this  fiscal  year  will  cost  our  dis- 
tricts between  $560.00  to  $5,500  additional.  Budget  for 
the  1972-73  school  year  will  reflect  the  entire  cost. 

4.  The  following  reductions  were  made  under  the 
state  building  aid  formula:

New  Castle  269.62 

North  Hampton  3,370.28 

Rye  3,653.16 

Seabrook  4,347.35 

Winnacunnet  30,478.26
